noon, r etur ned to St. Louis at noon 


today. 
T he Catholic chur ch pr ohibits 
the bur ial of a suicide in conse­ 
cr ated gr ound, but Fr . Healy be­ 
lieves that Killalee was the victim 
of foul play, and hence the inter ­ 
ment took place in the Catholic 
cemeter y. 
Ther e has been much sensational 
str eet talk in r egar d to the case, 
but the chances ar e ther e is ver y 
little foundation for any of it. 
If 
young Killalee had $800 when he 
left St. Louis last Fr iday, as is 
claimed by St. Louis r elatives, it 
is almost cer tain he had no such 
sum when he ar r ived 
her e 
and 
stopped at the W or kingm en’s ho­ 
tel on W est Second str eet. 
Only this mor ning it was r epor t­ 
ed that Mr s. Her r ington, wife of 
the man who has char ge of the 
B r ow n 
Spr ings 
baths, 
had 
picked 
up 
Killalee’s 
pocket- 
book, 
containir g 
$400, 
and 
tur ned 
it 
over 
to 
Clar ence 
A lcor n W ednesday after noon, but 
inquir y elicited that ther e was no 
tr uth in the stor y. 
Mr . Her r ing­ 
ton picked up the pur se as stated 
and gave it to Alcor n, in the pr es­ 
ence of Messr s. Bowes and 
M c­ 
Mahon, but the only 
ar ticles 
it 
contained wer e two scapular s and 
a Catholic cr oss. 
Ther e was not a 
penny in the pur se, as all thr ee of 
the gentlemen named will bear tes­ 


timony. 
Despite all that has been pr inted 
in r egar d to foul play r umor s, the 
facts point decidedly to a deliber ­ 
ate case of suicide, the cause being 
that Killalee was out of wor k and 


out of money.

She r efused to cr edit 
the news that her sweethear t had 
passed fr om her life for ever , and 
even when the infoimation gather - 
e i by the Republic’s cor r espondent 
in Sedalia was r ead to her by sym­ 
pathetic fr iends, she sought to r ob 
the dr eadful wor ds of their sting 
by indulging the hope that, in the 
absence of fuller par ticular s, ther e 
was a possibility that the wir es had 
er r ed, and that the man she loved 
so dear ly was still alive. 
W hen seen yester day by a R e ­ 
public r epor ter Miss Connelly was 
still tear ful and gr eatly agitated, 
but had appar ently ner ved her self 
to bear the shock of the wor st. 
W hat distr essed her most was the 
thought that her sweethear t, who 
! was a Catholic, had taken his own 
! life. 
The intimation conveyed in 
| the dispatches that he had been 
| dr inking 
heavily was an 
added 
j pang, but wor st blow of all was 
| the r epor t that he believed she had 
1 for saken him. 
She wept continu- 
I ally as she spoke of him 
“ 
I will never believe,” she said, 
I 44that Char les ever said that he be- 
! lieved I had for saken him. 
lie 
j could not have said or 
believed 
| that, even in his wildest delir ium. 
| W hy, he idolized me, and I idol­ 
ized him. 
Ther e never was any­ 
thing but complete tr ust and hap­ 
piness between us, and when we 
par ted at 
Union station Fr iday 
nighi our par ting was as affection­ 
ate and fr iendly as could be. 
A l ­ 
most my last wor ds to him wer e : 
‘ Be a good boy, Char lie.’ 
Then I 
wished him all manner of success 
and pr osper ity in his business fu­ 
tur e in Denver and bade him good­ 
bye. 
He pr omised to wr ite to me 
as soon as he r eached his destina­ 
tion. 
Satur day while 
I 
was at 
luncheon I 
r eceived 
a 
telegr am 
fr om him at Sedalia saying he had 
ar r ived ther e safely and was feel­ 
ing splendid. 
I expected he had 
gone on 
dir ect to Denver fr om 
ther e, and since Sunday 
I have 
been counting the hour s until I 
should r eceive a letter fr om him. 
Wednesday 1 was wor r ied at not 
r eceiving one, as he never failed 
befor e to wr ite me two or thr ee a 
week when aw ay fr om me.

He never touched liquor to my 
knowledge except when he was in 
the 
hospital 
suffer ing 
fr om 
the 
beating he r eceived. The physician 
told him he thought a glass or two 
of beer would str engthen him, and 
Char ley, who was 
a 
Knight 
of 
Father Matthew, r eceived per mis­ 
sion fr om his pr iest to indulge in 
beer for twenty days. 
A t the end 
of that time he had r ecover ed, and, 
although the pr iest suggested that 
be might continue the indulgence 
for another week, he r efused, say­ 
ing he did not car e for it. 
That 
does not indicate that he would 
suddenly take a notion to dr ink 
heavily the moment he left her e, as 
has been r epor ted. 
44Ther e is mor e behind the case 
than has been r evealed so far , I am 
cer tain. 
I do not want to accuse 
any one, but I am positive Char ley 
did not kill himself. 
Ever ything 
is against such a theor y. 
He had 
n -> r eason to do so, and ever y r ea­ 
son to enjoy life. 
He was a devout 
Catholic, and seldom missed mass.
